A newly developed chemical compound 
which Bureau of Ships. officials believe will 
reduce the danger of attack by man-eating 
sharks has been developed and now is 
being incorporated into a packet which can 
be attached to any type of life-jacket. 

The new shark repellent has been tested 
in experiments conducted off the Florida 
Keys, Florida, and at Chandeleur Island. 
Louisiana, with results considered very sat- 
isfactory by the Bureau of Ships represent- 
atives. The effectiveness of the chemical 
combination proved high even when the 
sharks previously had been excited and 
made greedy by luring them with bait. 

The new shark repellent, developed by 
the Bureau of Ships in co-operation with the 
Naval Research Laboratory, consists of 
repellent chemicals together with a water- 
soluble wax; packaged in a kit to be 
attached to life-jackets. Tests and observa- 
tions have shown that sharks seldom attack 
dark-colored objects and that the visual 
factor is important in shark feeding habits. 
The inky fluid which the packet gives off 
has the added advantage of letting the user 
see the extent to which his protection ex- 
tends so that he can stay within it. In 
addition, the chemicals have a peculiar 
taste and odor which has proven distasteful 
to sharks. 

The new repellent is an outgrowth of ear- 
lier experiments conducted in collaboration 
with the Office, of Scientific Research and 
Development. 

The packaging of the repellent required 
great care in its design. The container had 
to be light, easy to open under conditions 
of extreme cold or when the individual's 
hands were slippery with oil. It had to 
provide a definite and continuous rate of 
diffusion, sink in sea water, and allow the 
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user to reclose the packet when danger was 
no longer imminent. The best results have 
been obtained by using a paper diffusion 
bag to, hold the materials and using the 
solid rather than the powdered form of filler. 

When the packaging is designed for use 
on life rafts or aboard ship, weight and 
volume are not as critical. In these cases 
other types of plastic or metal containers 
can be used to release the chemical. 

Experiments with the shark repellent have 
now been under way for several years in 
those parts of the ocean that are known to 
be shark infested. Part of the work has been 
ccnducted from specially equipped boats. 
In some instances duplicate lines were used, 
one having bait protected by the shark 
repellent and the control being baited with- 
out the repellent. Numerous strikes and 
catches were made on the control line, but 
very few were made on the repellent line. 
Under the conditions of the experiment, the 
shark chaser was about 98 per cent effective 
in reducing the strikes and catches.- 

After the most effective combination of 
chemicals had been determined, larger 
scale experiments were made in the ocean 
off Jacksonville and St. Augustine, Florida, 
by representatives of the Naval Research 
Laboratory. Common fishing boats were 
used for these experiments because the 
sharks normally feed on the trash fish 
thrown back into the water from the shrimp 
fleet. When the sharks were excited and 
in a scramble to procure the trash- fish, the 
shark chasinq chemical was introduced into 
the water and, even under these conditions, 
caused them immediately to leave the scene 
of activity. Variations .of the experiment 
were made from time to time to check and 
recheck the effectiveness., of the shark 
chaser.

About 90 
per cent of all forest fires are man-made. 
Only about 10 per cent are the result of 
lightning. 

If you want to help save your country's 
priceless resources — and nearly everyone 
dees — then memorize these rules: Crush 
out your cigarette, cigar, or pipe ashes. 
Break your match in two. When you can 
hold the burned end between your fingers 

— play safe, use the ash tray. Drown your 
campfire: then stir and drown it again. 



BORROWS RIVER 
FROM THE U.S.A. 



Old Mexico temporarily borrowed recent 
ly a river from the United States to save 
170.000 acres of vital cotton, alfalfa and 
other crops which were suffering from one 
of the most severe droughts in years. 

From the All-American Canal in Southern 
California, the Bureau of Reclamation 
diverted a sizeable river of life-giving irri- 
gation water running at the rate of 4000 
cubic feet per second, to succor farmers in 
our sister republic to the south. The amount 
of water involved is two times the domestic 
and industrial requirements of the City of 
New York, 10 times those of Los Angeles, 
or 20 times the requirements of Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

The lands in the Mexicali Valley of Baja 
California, near the border, have been 
irrigated for years by a diversion system 
heading in the United States. This system 
formerly served the Imperial Valley of Cal- 



ifornia as well. Stream flow in the Colorado 
River was not sufficient to permit diverting 
more than half enough water to irrigate the 
Mexican lands. Either a new diversion weir 
had to be built, which would have entailed 
considerable legal difficulty, or an extra 
4000 second-feet ol water had to be diverted 
through the Ail-American Canal and later 
released through wasteways to the Alamo 
Canal for Old Mexico, from which the 
Mexican farmers qet their irrigation water 
supplies. 

Fortunately the Bureau of Reclamation of 
the Interior Department was able to im- 
pound in Lake Mead, behind Boulder Dam. 
all of the flood waters coming down the 
Colorado River. Thus there was an ample 
supply of water available to help with this 
emergency without jeopardizing the reserve 
for irrigation and power production in the 
Southwest.
